The following is a summary of Dr. W1LLIAms’s address : | 

Diphtheria, like other infective diseases, occurs clinically 
in varying degrees of severity, from the slightest departure 
frora normal health, with no characteristic local lesion, to the 
typical manifestations of acute virulent infection with or 
without characteristic local lesions. There is no corre- 
spondence in the severity of clinical symptoms and virulence 
of the infection, or in the virulence and morphological type 
of diphtheria micro-organism. The existence of diphtheritic 
micro-organisms in the nose or throat of a normal person 
who has not recently contracted or suffered from @linical 
diphtheria does not, per se, constitute notifiable diphtheria or 
necessitate isolation, except in schools or aggregations of 
children. Hoffmann’s bacillus is a non-pathogenic micro- 
organism, unproductive of clinical symptomg, and its presence 
in the nose and throat does not justify isolation. 

Dr. Davigs in his address will describe the methods adopted 
in the city of Bristol during the invasion of virulent diphtheria 
(1900-4). There, the finding of Klebs-Loefiler bacillus in the 
absence of clinical symptoms is generally held to warrant 
notification, with the concurrence of the medical attendant. 
Technically, such contacts are not suffering from diphtheria, 
they are only carrying it; so notification cannot be enforced. 
The view adopted for practical purposes in regard to these 
“suspicious” forms is that, where they are found during the 
prevalence of diphtheria in virulent form, in close association 
with undoubted cases of diphtheria—that is, among close 
“contacts” at home or in school—they are potential sources 


_ of infection, probably not in every case, but in a sufficient 


number of cases to make it essential not to neglect them. In 
these cases, whether notified or not, school attendance is 
inhibited; but these cages are not generally admitted to 
hospital, but in exceptional circumstances have been, and 
have taken no harm. They are not treated as coming within 
Section cxxvi of the Public Health Act. Local treatment is 
considered to be suitable, and is secured either through the 
medical attendant, or, more commonly, in working-class 
districts, by establishing an out-patient surgery, in charge of 
a trained nurse under the supervision of an assistant medical 
officer of health. Here ‘‘suspicious” cases are carefully 
syringed and sprayed in nose or throat or ears as often as may 
be necessary ; periodical assays of their condition being made 
bacteriologically.

" Rickets and its Treatment.—Mr. W. Epwarp BENNETT read a 
on rickets and its treatment. He laid special stress 
on the hygienic and dietetic aspect of the disease. He showed 
3 card used in his hospital practi¢e, bearing six rules, as 
gnder: (1) Fresh air and sunshine each day and ali day; 
never to sleep in room with all windows closed. (2) Warm 
clothing ; combinations to be made and worn according to 
pattern. (3) Food: Milk with barley water or lime water ; 
occasionally vegetable broth or fresh meat juice. (4) Medi- 
eine: Cod liver oil and maltine. (5) Splints, when necessary, 
to be worn continuously. (6)Absolutecleanliness. In regard 
to the surgical treatment of deformities, he rarely operated 
pefore the age of 33 to 4 years, as he found that the majority 
of the cases of genu valgum and genu varum tended to spon- 
taneous cure if the child were kept off the feet for twelve 
months by means of side splints long enough to reach 3 in. 
pelow the sole, and only removed for washing purposes. For 
the treatment of rachitic spine a double Thomas’s splint, with 
headpiece or board cut to the shape of the child and then 
properly padded, might be used. Upon this the child lay for 
from twelve to eighteen months. The paper was illustrated 
by numerous photographs and_specimens.—Dre. Haw try, 
SnELL, BRowN, CALLAGHAN, HapLEy, KENDRICK, ORTON, 
WessTER, Fenton, and CoLLINGTON took part in the dis- 
cussion.

The case 
made an uneventful recovery, and was only shown to 
demonstrate the use of a motor-car to move a patient 
in the country who was in a critical condition.— 
Dr. Hamitton (Hawick) showed a case of a patient, 68 years 
of age, who had been severely injured by being caught between 
the buffers of a goods train. ‘The lesions consisted of fracture 
of left clavicle in two places: A T-shaped fracture of the 
scapula, and fracture of four ribs. The treatment consisted 
of rest in the recumbent position, with a firm pillow between 
the shoulders, and sand bags from the armpits to the loins. 
Recovery was complete, and the shoulder-joint movement was 
almost perfect. Dr. Hamilton also showed a patient with a 
very largely dilated heart, and pointed out the value of 
strychnine as a tonic in such cases.—Dr. LORRAINE showed a 
case of Addison’s disease of twenty-four years standing, and a 
case of myxoedema in a woman, who was quite well when 
poner. but between her pregnancies became myxoede- 
matous.

CENTRAL MIDWIVES BOARD. 


A MEETING of the Central Midwives Board was held on June 
Suffolk Street, Pall Mall, with Dr. F, H. Coampneys: 
in the chair. 


Evaminations. 

A memorial to the Chairman of the Board from the Com- 
mittee of the Queen Victoria Jubilee Institute for Nursés, 
protesting against the recent decision of the Central Midwives 
Board to hold four examinations in the year instead of three 
and asking the Board to reconsider its decision, was received. 


A memorial to the same effect was received from the Executive 
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Committee of the Association for Promoting the Training and 
Supply of Midwives, and a letter to the same effect was read 
from the Warden and Matron of the Salvation Army Maternity 
Hospital. After some discussion, it was decided that a con- 
ference would be held on July 29th to discuss the question of 
examinations with the bodies concerned. 


The Training of Midwives. 

A letter was received from the West Riding Sanitary Com- 
mittee enclosing a copy of a resolution passed by that body 
concerning the training of midwives, recommending that 
before candidates received practical training in midwifery 
they should receive proper theoretical instruction. The Board 
—" the Secretary to acknowledge the receipt of the 
etter. 

Institutions for Training Midwives. 

The Board received a report from the Standing Committee 
in which it was recommended that the application from the 
Walton Workhouse of the West Derby Union to be approved 
as a training school should not be granted, whereupon Mr. 
E. Parker Younc moved that the Board should grant the 
application. His contention was that the institution fulfilled 
the requirements of the Board, and it would be an act of 
injustice not to approve of institutions like that one. It 
would be a great loss to the country if workhouses such as the 
Walton Workhouse were not recognized, for by refusing such 
applications candidates for the midwifery examination were 
forced to travel considerable distances for the purpose of 
attending lectures. It was finally decided that the applica- 
tion from the Walton Workhouse should be granted.
